Paris, Jan. 29—News that 
the River Seine has dropped 
one metre (more than three 
feet) was received today” and 
brought joy with it. The wea- 
ther this morning was cold and 
fine. The Seine continued to 
fall steadily but slowly. i 
noon a decrease of five inch 
was marked, 
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Paris, Jan. 29—(S8pecial Cable by 
Vance Thompson)—The flood is still 
rising. The sidewalk in the Place 
De L’Ouora has fallen in. The ground 
about St. Lazare station is crumbling 
and falling into the sewers. The Quai 
De La Orsay is flooded; so is the 
Place De La Concorde. The water has 
broken through the Ghamps Elysees 
All traffic has stopped except the au- 
tomobiles. Al] electricity has stopped 
in the Opera quarter. The gas is 
also failing and there is shortage of 
petroleum. Paris is in danger of be- 
coming a thoroughly darkened city. 

Two Men Enguifed. 

The story of the day in the city is 
one of tragedy and disaster. Two 
men and a cart were engulfed in a 
chasm which suddenly opened in the 
Champs Elysees. Shortly afterwards 
a woman fel} into the same chasm and 
a gendarme who tried to rescue her 
was forced to abandon the attempt in 
order to save his own life. Similar 
incidents were reported in other quar- 
ters of the city. The authorities con- 
tinue/to battle bravely with the situ- 
ation but their resources are being ex- 
hausted.

INCOMING MAIL HELD UP. 


Nicaraguan Postal Clerk Takes This 
Methed to Secure Back Salary. 


Managua, Nicaragua, January 28.— 
The British and Italian consuls have 
made formal protests against the ho!d- 
ing up of incoming foreign mail. Two 
steamers arrived from Panama, one on 
January 15 and the other on the 24th, 
both without their mail, which had 
been detained at Panama. It _ is 
stated that the mail was held up by 
Isadoe Harax, the Nicaraguan postal 
agent, who took this way to force, if 
possible, the payment of his salary 
overdue from the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment. A messenger from the United 
States Consulate was put off the train 
here upon the pretext that he had no 


passports.

RELEASED ON PAROLE 
FROM EDMONTON PEN 


The Story of a Fatal Hallow Een Ad- 
‘venture at Leduc Almost Six 
Years Ago, in Which a Promising 
Young Man of Southern Town 
Came to an Untimely Death. 


There was released from Edmonton 
penitentiary on parole this week, 
after almost six gears’ imprisonment, 
a young man from Ledue, named 
Gustav Marienowski, who was under 
sentence for a fourteen year term on 
a charge of manslaughter, The re- 
lease of the young man revives in- 
terest in a case of tragic interest, in 
which a promising young man lost 
his life while engaged with some com. 
panions in a Hallow Een frolic. The 
case was much talked of ai the time, 
in view of its peculiar circumstances. 

On the night of October 3ist, 1904, 
4 quartet of young men, Messrs. Sloan 
Featherston, Johnston and Reid, were 
passing along Main street south, of 
Leduc, and when opposite a_black- 
smith shop, belonging to a German 
named Klumbies, they found a plough 
across the road, and this they attempt- 
ed to throw out of the way. Accord. 
ing to the evidence, they had no soon- 
er undertaken to do this than a shot 
wae fired from the nearby shop and 
young Alex. Reid fell with the ex- 
clamation that he was killed. Cor- 
poral McBrayne, of the R.N.W.M.P., 
who was in the town, hastened to the 
spot and found three men, Klumbies, 
J, Spannel and Marienowski, crouch- 
ed iu a corner, After some resistance 
he arrested all three. 

Died Soon After. 


Young Reid, who had shortly before 
purchased a harness business from a 
Mr. Turner, of Leduc, was at once 
attended to and it was decided by 
Dr. Sutherland that he should be 
brought to Edmonton for treatment. 
This was done by the doctor und 
J. W. Tipton, of Strathcona, but he 
expired shortly after reaching the 
hospital here. The body was sent 
back to the deceased's former home 
in Ontario for buria:. 

Were Troubled With Boys. 


The evidence produced at the trial 
here, which took place before Chief 
Justice Sifton, showed that the Ger- 
mans had been troubled with boys 
playing Hallow Een pranks a year 
vefore, and on this night they  sta- 
tioned themselves in the building, 
Marienowski having the gun, They 
claimed that its discharge was acci- 
dental, but the evidence went to show 
that Klumbies had given the order to 
fire. Klumbies and Spannel were ac- 
quitted, while Marienowski was sent 
to, Stony Mountain Penitentiary, 
Manitoba, for fourteen years. He 
was later removed to the Edmonton 
penitentiary. 

The prosecution was conducted by 
the jate C. De W. McDonald, while 
N. D. Mills, of Strathcona, assisted 
by Messrs. Bown and Biggar, con- 
ducted the defence. 

Applications for Pardon. 

Application was made in 1906 for 
the prisoner’s release and a_ petition! 
was also sent to Ottawa a year ago, | 
but both were refused at the time. 
Later, the friends of the prisoner have 
again been active and on account of 
his good record and the extenuating 
circumstances of the case he was let! 
out on parole several days ago,

That it is inadvisable for the party 
who purpose going into Grand Prairie 
to make the trip this winter by the 
proposed short route north from 
Medicine Lodge or any other point 
on the G. T. P. seems to be the un- 
animous opinion of those who know 
the country through which it was we 
posed to cut the winter trail. Settlers 
who are acquainted with the country 
stute that an attempt to cut a winter 
route from some point on the G. T. 
PY. south of the Prairie to the district 
wouid be as disastrous as the over- 
land reute to the Klondyke of some 
years ago proved to be 

Now Changing Their Mind. 

Most of the proposed Grand Prairie 
settlers themselves are not in favor 
ot making a new trail this winter but 
prefer the beaten path by way of Atha- 
basca Landing and Lesser Siave Lake. 
John Sutherland, chairman of the 
short route committee, is one of these 
and is strongly opposed to cutting 
the winter trail this winter north from 
some point om the Grand Trunk Pa 
cific. These settlers will go north by 
way of Athabasca Landing. 

Thos, D. Piche, the promoter, now 
takes the same view and will remain 
in Edmonton tor the winter months, 
going to the Grand Paririe in the 
spring 

T. Allie Brick, of the Peace River 
Crossing, who has been in the country 
for twenty five gears, is now en route 
to hdmonton od wires from Atha- 
basca Landing his strong disapproval 
of the proposal. 

Mr. Brick's Opinion. 

In his telegram he says 

“FP would, affer a twenty-five years’ 
experience in the country, strongly ad 
Vise any intending settiers for the 
Grand Prairie to take the Athabasca 
Landing and river route and by Stur- 
geon Luke. . With Joads of from one 
and, a half to two tons they can pull 
right through. ‘I consider it a shame 
to allow a number of strangers to take 
the other route until the government 
epen up a way for them, Tf will be in 
the city on Monday or Tuesday and 
ready and willing to give all the in- 
formation that T can.” ar 

A. L. Sawle, seeretary of the Atha 
basca Landing board of trade, takes 
4& similar view and gives reasons in 
the following telegram: 

“Good roads all ihe way from here 
via Peace River Crossing or Sturgeon 
Lake. Leaving Kdmonton immediately 
settlers can reach Grand Prairie in 
twenty-three days’ travelling. Good 
teams can load from thirty-five hund- 
red to forty hundred with feed in ad 
dition. Baled hay and oats can be 
procured here ond al Grouard.

ton. New settlers can travel with 
them.

Calgary, Jan. 28.—The finance com- 
mittee of the council recommendet 
last night that the Calgary Taxpayers 
association be given every facility to 
make a complete audit of the city's 
books at the expense of the associa- 
tion and that legislature bo urged *o 
provide for the appointment of an 
official auditor who would go over 
the books of every city in the provinee 
annually, The taxpayers association, 

presented by C. D. Taprell, Jonn 
harplis, J. P. Woods and H. M™ 
Pearson asked that the city pay the 
bill which will amount to at least 
$2,000 or $3,000, but the aldermen 
firmly suid ‘'Nay.”

On Rad River, Enoen 
was taken ill, and T had to take hin 
back to the mouth of the Husky 
River and sent him up with some 
boys to Fort. Then IT got Hdward 
Stachinli and David )a boy) to go 
back with us, and we went as fast as 
we could, working hard, for Enoch’s 
illness delayed us a week. Our pro- 
visions were getting short also, but 
we caught some trout on Rat River, 
and thought we had enough to, get 
through to Rampart House. The wat- 
er was low on the Rat River, and we 
had to portage a great deal. At last 
we reached Loon Lake, at the Divide, 
September 20th. Then Fry and Ed- 
werd and Joseph and David went 
back and Mr. Johnson and T went on 
alone in our Peterboro e@anoe, We 
found the water very low on the smaal 
rivers leading to Bell River, and it 
took us two and one-half days instead 
of one day to reach Bell River. Then 
on the Bell the water was lew, and a 
snowstorm came and the ice began *o 


form. On September 23 and 24 we 
worked ‘through ice until we were 
tired out and had to give up. We 


had to deave the canoe in the woods, 
and on Septem'ssr 26 we started with 
packs on our backs and tried for two 
days to get to La Picrres House, but 
between snow ani water and ice we 
made slow progress. Then there wer? 
three routes open to us. First, back 
by the Ret River to Peel, which was 
too far; second, on to the Porcupine, 
but we were not sure of finding any- 
one there; third, over the mountains 
to McPherson. Alter much prayer 
and consideration, we chose the cast 
as the best. We had then about four 
days’ provisions, but we hoped to get 
something on the way and thus last 
out for sbout eight or ten days, 
which we thought would be the out- 
side limit to reach Peel River. We 
started up the Chute or Trail River 
September 28. [ shall not begin to 


tel] you of our experiences for the 
next three weeks or more ‘before we 
reached Peel River. 
Thurst and Hunger. 
At first we shot a few grouse and 


ducks till our ammunition ran out 
We took the wrong river crossing the 
Divide and spent four days trying 
to cross an almost impassible range 
of mountains.without’ fire sometime, 


and suffering with thirst as well as 
hunger. “Two elements were against 
us—the deep snow and the dens 


fog. If it had not been for the ‘og 
we would have crossed here, as we 
had a compass, but We could not see 
where the passes were and over ant 
over again came to precipices or ste*p 
cliffs and had to tfy some other dir- 
ection around. Then we had to get 
down off the mountains, and got back 
to the river, where we came from, and 
sp?nt three days cutting up moe- 
casins for lagings, living in the mean- 
time ow some red squirrels which Mr. 
Johnson shot right at our camp, Our 
food supply was very low then, but 
we always kept a little in reserve, 
and ate a little every day. When 
we got the’ snowshoes finished we 
started by another valley and thougnt 
it would be only a few days across the 
mountains But the fog again be- 
fogged us and, besides, we were get- 
fing pretty weuk, and it took us 
eleven days more before we reached 
an Indian camp on Peel River, twenty 
giles above the Fort.

The maker of the stick pin in Lon- 
don, England, was communicated 
with by cable, and the Canadian Gov- 
ernment summoned a Mr. Hayward to 
come from England to identify the 
trinkets of his murdered brother. Link 
by link the chain grew. It took eleven 
months, for Seargeant Anderson — 10 
et his case in shape. on Mounted 
Police brought from Lesser Slave 
Lake to Edmonton forty Indian and 
half-breed witnesses The evidence 
was placed before the juty and the 
Indians returned to their homes. A 
legal technicality cropping up, the 
trial had to be repeated in its entire- 
ty, and once More these forty men. 
women and children left their traps, 
fishing nets and came to Edmonton 
to tell their story. 

The result was that Charles King 
was found guilty of the murder of 
Edward Hayward, and paid the death 
penalty. The trial cost the Govern- 
ment of Canada over $39,000—all to 
avenge the death of one of the wan- 
dering units to be found in every cor- 
ner of the silent places, an unknown 
prospector. 

By Frost and Fire. 

These brave men are tried by frost 
and fire, Far up on the map, hun- 
dreds of miles from Edmonton, and 
Edmonton is a thousand miles north- 
west of Winnipeg, ‘is Fort Chipewyan 
on Lake Athawbasea. Corporal Pedley 
stationed here had to escort a danger- 
ous lunatia to Fort Saskatchewan. 
He reported :— 

“I left Chipewyan with the lunatic, 
December 17th, taking an interpreter 
and two dog trains. After travelling 
five days through slush up to our 
knees, we made Fort McKay on the 
Athabasca river. Owing to the ex- 
treme cold, both the patient’s feet got 
froat-bitten. T bought some big moc: 
easins for him and wrapped him up 
well. I travelled’ without aeccide nt} 
to the 27th, reaching Big Weechume; 
here I had to lay off a day to get a 
guide, as there was no trail. I made 
Lac la Biche on New Year's eve and 
secured a team of horses to carny me 
to Fort Saskatchewan; on January 
7th IT handed over my charge 

The unfortunate lunatic shus escort 
ed out to civilization had gotten badly 
frozen about the feet, and the expos 
ure caused paralysis of the tongue. 
However, every kindly care was given 
him in the asylum, and on February 
23, his mind and speech as good as 
ever, he was discharged. How about 
his benecactor? 

Constable Pedley, relieved of his 
charge, started beck to Ohipewyan. 
At Lac la Biche, as a result of the 
hardships of his trip, anxiety and Jack

Conradi was 
coing prairie duty when a fierce fire 
licked up the summer grass and sur- 
rounded the shack where a distant 
settler lived with his wife and ten 
little children. The near-by ranchers 
declared it was impossible to reach 


the family, ‘but Conradi called back 
as he galloped off: “You can’t call a 
thing impossible till you try.”

The St. Mary’s team put forth desper- 
ate efforts to overcome their opponents’ 
lead.
